_ gmountof education. It ought to be possible 
to pass a law keeping the illiterate children 
out of the factories as we now try to keép 
them. off the streets. The present law re- 
quires a slight. amount of education, but 
something more is needed. ‘Attendance at 
school up to a fixed grade and not to a fixed 
age should be the standard of employment. 
The greatest danger of the child labor today 
is the premium it fixes on ignorance. 


Quit School Too Early. 

I have been given figures showing that 
the great mass of children who leave the 
public schools in Chicago to go to work at 
the legal age of 14 or over that are, however,

One Way in Chicago; Outside Another. 

Further than this it {s unsafe to venture, 
and those who do look into the matter further 
are possessed of a dangerous curlosity which 
is apt to work them ill. With thie fair warn- 
ing, here’s at the rest of it: 

The law, as it has been applied throughout 
the state outside the jurisdiction of the Chi- 
cago election commissioners, has limited the 
primary vote to one vote for members of the 
legislature. That is what the law iteeilf says 
specifically shall be done. The result is that 
outside of Chicago delegates are inetructed 
for but one candidate and can do as they 
please about nominating others. 

In Chicago, however, the election commis- 
sioners construed the law to mean that the 
voter could vote for three candidates, and 
they did allow him to vote forthree. They 
followed this up yesterday by issuing creden- 
tials and instructions to the delegates in 
which they are instructed to vote for three 
candidates, who are specifically named, being 
the three who received the highest vote inthe 
different delegate districts. 

When the politicians got a squint at these 
credentials there was a scurry for the elec- 
tion board. There came up Charles Hamill, 
Gov. Deneen’s former law partner, now ip 
command of the Second ward; Representa- 
tive David Shanahan, In command of the 
Fifth: State Senator and South Park Com- 
missioner Rainey, who has the democratic 
end of the Fifth—these and others too nu- 
merous to mention. 


How Instructions Read. 

They wanted to know “what the deuce.” 
‘he instructions read: | 
is instructed to vote for one 
ballot for the following candidates for the 
following offices—to.wit:’’ 

Thereupon in nearly every case followed 
the names of three candidates for the legis- 
lature. It was perfectly apparent that if 
the conventions called for nominations for | 
three places and allowed the delegates to 
vote as they were instructed there would be 
three candidates for the legislature running 
in every district by the republican and dem- 
ocratic parties, and there would be all kinds 
of trouble.

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MRS, CRAIGIE DIES IN SLEEP. 


Novelist Known as “John Oliver 
Hobbes” Expires Suddenly. 


WAS AN AMERICAN GIRL. 


Became Famous as One of England’s 
Greatest Women Writers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—Peerl Mary Teresa 
Craigie, the novelist and dramatist, better 
known by her pen name, John Oliver Hobbes, 
wes found dead in her bed this morning at 
her residence, 56 Lancaster Gate, She had 
died in her sleep, apparently from heart fail- 
ure. The coroner has ordered an inquest. 

For the last fortnight Mrs. Craigie has been 
with her father and mother at their home at 
Steephill castle, Ventnor, Isle of Wight, 
where she seemed to be in the best of health 
and spirits, Her father, John M. Richards, 
says 


‘She left us Sunday afternoon to keep 
an appointment in London. She then was 
perfectly well, looking forward to visiting 
Scotland on Sunday with her son. I find she 
arrived here at 9 o'clock Sunday night. She 
complained that she was tired She had a 
little refreshment and then went to bed im- 
mediately. 

“ Her maid on taking tea ‘to her this morn- 
ing obtained no answer when she knocked 
at the door. She returned later, and finding 
the door still locked she entered the room by 
a side door and found her mistress dead. We 
did not have the slightest anxiety regarding 
her health. «She had not made a single com- 
plaint.” 

The fact that Mre. Craigie has not recently 
needed the services of a doctor makes it im- 
possible for a death certificate to be given 
without an inquest. 


Was an American Girl. 

Mrs. Craigie, or John Oliver Hobbes, the 
pen name under which she won her fame as 
a writer of novels and plays, was of Ameri- 
ean birth, but had lived in England for so 
many years, and her writings were so thor- 
oughly English, that te the general reading 
world she had long been regarded as an 
Englishwoman. 

Mrs. Craigie was first a novelist before she 
won success as a play writer. She was born 
in Boston Nov. 8, 1867, but her father. Jolin 
Morgan Richards, made his home in England 
soon afterwards. As a girl Mrs. Craigie 
was educated first privately by tutors then 
in Paris, and later in London, where she was 
a pupil at University college. There she 
studied the classics s0 enthusiastically 
that Prof. Goodwin advised her to make )it- 
erature her profession. 

Her marriage was only a regrettable incl- 
dent in ber career. In 1887 when 19 years old 
she was married to Reginald Walpole Craigie, 
and four years later she saw the wreck of 
her domestic happiness. She left her hus- 
band and the court readily granted her a 
divorce on the grounds of cruelty. 

Her Literary Successes. 

Mrs. Craigie turned to literature for solace. 
In 1891 #he Offered her first novel, “ Some 
Emotions and @ Moral,” toa publisher who 
saw the merit, but insisted on changes which 


he deemed necessary to meet public tastes. 
Mrs. Craigie refused to change ber story, and

“John Oliver Hobbes ” was the most talked 
of ‘‘man’”’ in London Hterary circles. 

From 1801, when- her first novel appeared, 
until 1906, every year save two saw a new 
book from her indefatigable pen. Her book, 
“The Sinner’s Comedy,” appeared in 1892; 
“A Study in Temptation,” in 1808; “ A Bun- 


‘dle of Life,” in 1894; “ The Gods, Some Mor- 


tals, and Lord Wickenham,’’ in 1895; “ The 
Herb Moon,” in 1896; “ School for Saints,’’ 
in 1897; “Robert Orange,”’ in 1900; “* The 
Serious Wooing,” im 1901; “ Love and the Soul 
Hunters,” in 1902; “ Tales About Tempera- 
ment,” in 1902; “ Imperial India,” in 1908; 
“The Vineyard,” in 1904; “The Flute of 
Pan,"’ im 1904. 
Her Work as a Playwright. 

As a playwriter Mrs, Craigie won her great- 
est success with “The Ambassador,” a)- 
though “A Repentance” and “The Wisdom of 
the Wise" met with popular favor. “ The 
Flute of Pan,” her last play, was a dismal 
failure, Even the genius of Olga Nethersole 
could not save the piece from the merciless 
ridicule of the London critics, 

Mrs. Craigie visited the United States in 
November, 1906, lecturing on Mterary sub- 
jects in New York, Chicago, and other cities.

Man's affection for his dog and woman's 
love for her child, themes of the masters 
and the melodramatists, have crossed wires 
in Indiana avenue.

Security Stolen, Thefts Probable. 

The belief that large amounts of collateral 
given as security for notes in the bank 
have been stolen practically became a cer- 
tainty last night when a note for $9,000, 
known to be genuine, was found in Stene- 
land's house at Byron street and Lawndele 
avenue, Search was made for the collateral 
security, but it could not be found, 

The discovery opened up a field for almost 
unlimited speculation as to how far the loot- 
ing proceeded before Stensland disappeared. 
If the real estate and other securities in tne 
bank have been stolen or-are found to be 
worthless, the amount of money left to pay 


as low as 25 per cent. 

The criminal side of the bank case has 
been placed in the hands of Assistant State’s 
Attorney Barbour by Mr. Olson, who is about 
to start for New Hampshire on a vacation, 
Mr. Barbour will be left im charge of the 
State's attorney's office pending the return 
of Mr. Olson and State’s Attorney Healy. 

Mr. Olson was informed late in the after- 
noon that P. O. Stensland has large land 
holdings in Mexico and that he may be in 
the southern republic now. The information 
came.in the shape of a letter from an ac- 
quaintance of Stensland. Mr. Olson said that 
it will take only twenty-four hours to run 
down the clew. 


Stensland Comes Into Court. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour was 
about to send Chief Deputy Sheriff Steinert 
in search of Theodore Stensland in the mofn- 
ing when the young man appeared in com- 
pany with Attorney Jacob J. Kern to sur- 
render himself on the conspiracy charge. 
Then it was found that the warrant was 
missing. A hurried search was madé¢ and the 
document was discovered in the files. 
On behalf of his client, Mr. Kern waived 
examination. Judge Kersten himself made 
out the bond for $10,000, which was signed 
by Mr. Kern and A. H. Matson, 196 North 
Elizabeth street. 
Young Stensland: was self-possessed, but 
inclined to be despondent. He said he had 
been staying with friends in Hyde Park. 
“I certainly am up against it for a young 
married man,” he said to a group of re- 
porters. ‘‘I can’t see how I can be blamed 
for what happened at the bank, but for the 
rest of my life I will be pointed out as ‘ the 
young Stensland that was mixed up in the 
affair of the Milwaukee Avenue State bank.’ 


Report Held from Public. 
Neither Receiver Fetzer nor Bank Ex- 
aminer C. C. Jones held out hope of an im- 
mediate public report. 

“My report probably will be finished in 
the morning and will be forwarded to the 
auditor at Springfield,”’ said Mr. Jones. “It 
is a personal matter and should be kept from 
the public. People whose notes may be 
good do not want the public to know that 
their value is doubted. I cannot give any 
estimate of what the depositors finally will 
get. When my report is finished I shall give 
a copy of it to the receiver, but I do not think 
he will make it public.” 

“My men are doing their best to get up 
my report, but I cannot predict how soon 
they will get throwgh with it,”’ said Mr. Fet- 
zer, in discussing the matter. “* Neither can 
I attempt to predict the final result for the 
depositors.”’ 

Hering Interviewed by Thief. 
Bank Cashier H. W. Hering, who is main- 
taining his equilibrium in company with 
other celebrities in the county jail, spent an 
hour talking to a self-confessed thief yes- 
terday afternoon, but could spare but a few 
minutes for a reporter. 

The gentleman who said he was a thief 
was a large man, as large as the bank looter, 
but of keener features and sharpereye. He 
sat on a drees suit case in the corridor and 
talked to Hering through the grating in 
whispers. They seemed to have a lot to say 
to each other. When the visitor started to 
go he was intercepted: 

* Are you an attorney?” he was asked. 
‘*No, I am a thief,’’ he answered with as 
much positiveness and nonchalance as though 
he had remarked that he was a banker. 

“My name is Tom Warwick. They know 
me around here. I am an old friend of Her- 
ine’s. Knew him when he was in school. 
Know nothing about this case, though. You 
can bet Hering is telling the straight truth in 
his story.’’ 

“You are a thief?’ gasped the reporter. 
“Well, how-——’" but the suit case was 
whisked into the elevator and the.man was 
gone. 

“ Yes, that’s old Tom Warwick,” saida jail 
** In troubie a lot of times, but living 
“quiet now.”’ 


Talks of Theodore’s Statement. 


Hering was reticent about his friend, but 
when it came to Theodore Stensland’s state- 
ments about him he talked more. 

“I might look at it as though young Stens- 
land was trying to get me into trouble, I sup- 
pose,”’ he said. ** But where he says he does 
not understand about the two lists of forged 
notes found in his father’s safety deposit 
box, one list in my writing and one in his 
father’s, he does not know. He is favorable 
to me, I think. He does not know any more, 
that is all.” 

“Do you think that Theodore Sten#land 
is guilty in any way in the looting of the 
bank?’’ | 

“No. I think that he has told the whole 
truth, so far as he knows it. His statement 
is correct.”’ 

“ Are any of the minor officials of the bank 
guilty in any way?’ 

“I do not think that they are.’’ 

“How did it happen that so many of the 
clerks around the bank had wind that some- 
thing was wrong?’ 

“ Well, not through me. 
of them knew a thing.”’ 

“Iam feeling batter every day,”’ he added, 
“and I want torest. «nis Is a good place.” 


Talks with Wife and Daughter. 


Hering had an interview with his wife and 
daughter in the morning. The women wept 
but the man smiled. He tried to cheer them 
up. After that he called for his attorney, 
John J. Coburn. Tthe two remained in con- 
ference an hour. Mr. Coburn expressed hope 
that he might be abie to get the $68, 000 
bonds required to free his client. 

The charge of larceny which has been made 
against Hering is based on a loan of $500 to 
Ole Stensiand, a nephew of P. O. Stensland, 
for the purpose of buying Union Pacific stock. 
Hering took a like amount for personal in- 
vesiment and drew up a note to which he is 
alleged to have signed the name of “ Albert 
Fenske’’ on the Saturday preceding the 
failure of the bank. The bogus note was 
to be run as a discount note and was found 
in Hering’s desk. Hering said Ole Stensland 
had no knowledge of the bogus note. 


Find New “Trail’’ of Stensland.

ported a new “‘trail”’ of Stensland. Evi- 
dence was secured, it is said, to prove that 
he was in Madison last week. Detective 
Charlies Lasson of Chicago and Capt. 
Shaughnessy of the Madison police drove 
out to Westport, seven miles north of the 
city, to interview David Lease of Westport, 
who knows Stensland. Lease said he saw 
Stensland Wednesday at Mendota.

CLEARING HOUSE 
ASKED TO HELP. 


Polish Organization of Depos- 
itors Wants Big Banks to 
Protect Losers. 


JONES’ ARREST SOUGHT. 


— ——— 


Speaker at Meeting of Business 
Men Urges That Bank Exam- 
iner Be Prosecuted. 


The reconstruction forces in Milwaukee 
avenue crystallized yesterday in a meeting 
of the cammittee of Polish depositors of the 
Stensland bank, in a preliminary conference 
of representatives of the Italian victims of 
the crash, an offer of aid from Graham Tay- 
lor, representing the Chicago Commons, ana 
a meeting of Milwaukee avenue business men 
in the evening. 

The commercial @epositors met last night 
for the second time at the store of O. T. Moses 
& Co., West Chicago avenue and Carpenter 
street, to continue a discussion of plans to 
conserve their interests. 

The meeting was marked by invectives at 
Bank Examiner C. C. Jones for his failure to 
find out the true condition of the bank last 
epring. He was assailed bitterly by John 
Nuesse, a business man and politician of the 
ward. 

Want Examiner Jones Arrested. 

“We business men ought to insist that a 
warrant for the arrest of Jones be sworn out 
at once,” he said. “ We ought not to over- 
look his neglect. I tell you he is no better 
than the rest of them. As for his bondsmen, 
they should be made to pay up and lend their 
share to bringing about a just settlement. 

Mr. Nuesse made a motion that a warrant 
be issued for Jones. While many business 
men present agreed that Jones had been lax 
in his duty, they felt that their work lay in 
conserving their interests and not in prose- 
cuting the bank examiner or others. 

“ While we must feel that Nuesse is right 
in this matter,’’ commented Ald. A. W. Beil- 
fuss, “ still it seems without our province to 
consider his motion. We cannot overlook 
that there has been sad neglect somewhere, 
yet I believe we will have enough to do to get 
our money back.”’ 

This subject then was dropped for a con- 
sideration of the best means to close up the 
bank's affairs. 

“A receivership always is expenéive,’’ said 
Ald. Beilfuss, ‘and we should push along 
matters for a quick settlement. We wantto 
see that the poorer depositors get justice. 
Also we want to restore confidence on the 
northwest side."’ 

A committee including Chairman E. Iver- 
son and Secretary O. T. Moses was appointed 
to confer with Receiver Fetzer. Other mem- 
bers were Ald. Beilfuss, John M. Carroll, M. 
Schultz, J. P. Kenny, and Ald. Dever. 


Symptoms More Encouraging. 

The day showed the first decided symptoms 
of recovery from the shock and the beginning 
of active and well directed efforts to rebuild 
the ruin wrought in the finances of the street. 

The committee of the Polish depositors, 
which includes the nine most influential and 
trustworthy men who could be induced to 
take up the cause, will attempt to relieve the 
strain of the present situation by bringing 
other banks, through the clearing house 
committee, to the aid of the victims of the 
Stensland crash. The bankers will be visited 
today by a subcommittee appointed to ask 
their aid in making good the losses to depos- 
itors. The bankers will be told that Polish 
organizations would back a postal savings 
bank if help were not extended. 


Polish Societies Are Active. 


The two strongest agencies in the hands of 
the depositors are the Polish National Alli- 
ance and the Polish Catholic union. Both or- 
ganizations are, heavy losers. 

The Polish National union had $50,000 de- 
posited in the bank and had purchased mort- 
gages from Stensland worth $169,000. The ex- 
amination has not yet shown whether the 
mortgages have the value represented by 
Stensland. The Roman Catholic union had 
$40,000 on deposit and $100,00 in mortgages. 

The two organizations are the strongest in 
the United States and practically hold at 
their disposal the 250,000 Polish votes of 
Chicago. The Polish National alliance was 
represented by Marion B. Steczynski. 

‘‘We intend to use all the power at our 
disposal in any legitimate way we can,” 
said Mr. Steczynski, “‘to protect our people 
from such dangers as this. Our appeal will 
go to Washington if necessary and the alli- 
ance all over the country will aid us.’’ 


Present Officials Blamed 


The committeemen spent nearly three 
hours in session, and the time was not all 
taken up in the discussion of remedial-meas- 
ures. State and government officials were 
freely blamed. 

‘The state administration, from the high- 
est to the lowest official, is in a measure to 
blame for this, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee,”’ said Stephen J. Napleralski. “ We 
demand stricter laws, and every candidate 
for the legislature and every member of the 
legislature will be-appealed to individually. 
If the clearing house committee will come to 
our aid and relieve the pressure which the 
failure has left on business we will head a 
petition among Milwaukee avenue business 
men to take their business to the bank, If it 
is reopened and confidence restored.”’ 

Several subcommittees were appointed, 
among them being a committee to visit Re- 
ceiver Fetzer. The committee will call on 
Mr. Fetzer at 11 o'clock today, with Attor- 
ney Smietkana, and will ask his aid im be- 
ginning negotiations with the bankers. The 
work of beginnin® agitation among state 
officials also is in the hands of a committee.

Graham Taylor of the Chicago Commons 
called late in the afternoon and offered his 
aid to the committee in its. effort to restore 
confidence in business circles. Mr. Taylor 
mad several tentative proposals, suggesting 
that a meeting of representatives of the de- 
positors of all nationalities:be held, and that 
an effort be made to secure concerted action. 

‘**Such action is imperative,”’ said Mr. 
Taylor. “It is impossible to estimate the 
harm that has been done to business in Chi- 
cago, and especially on the northwest side. 
Banking is paralyzed, and it will take a gen- 
eration to recover from the effects of this dis- 
aster, unless herculean efforts are made 
to restore confidence. While the Commons 
lost but $600, the effects of the crash have 
been felt in a hundre@different ways. Every 
banker in Chicago ought to rush to the de- 
positors’ aid now. It is the only way to re- 
lieve the situation.’’ 


Italians Plan Action Also. 


The Italian depositors are represented py 
Attorney Stephen Malato. There are 4,000 
depositors and they lost approximately 
$65,000. A meeting will be held tomorrow 
evening in Scandia hall, Ohio street and 
Milwaukee avenue. Attorney Malato ex- 
pressed a willingness, as far as authorized 
by his clients, to join with the Polish de- 
positors in an appeal, or, rather, a demand, 
upon the clearing house association. 

The case of the Rev. 8. Rogalski, pastor of 
St. Cantus’ church, who was threatened by 
depositors because money placed in his Keep- 
ing had been deposited in the bank, was 
taken up at the afternoon meeting of the 
depositors’ committee. It is customary for 
Poles, newly arrived in America, to place 
large amounts of money in the keeping of 
priests, and about $65,000 had been given 
Father Rogalski for safe keeping. It was 
rumored that the entire afmount had been 
lost In the bank crash, and the priest was 
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submitted to almost the same treatment as 
that which led the bookkeeper, Frank Kowal- 
gki, to commit suicide. According to Father 
Wogalski but $1,300 of the money given him 
was in the Stensland bank, | :

With Mrs. Leone Langdon Key, who is in 
a state of nervous collapse, still shadowed 
constantly in Baraboo by a Chicago detee- 
tive, the police now are tracing other friends 
of the fugitive banker with the object of 
finding a woman who was seen with him in 
Milwaukee,;avenue just before he left the 
city. Chief Collins and Assistant Chief 
Schuettler are putting a good deal of work 
into this theory. 

The «xamination of Mrs, Kieanor Fisher, 
1944 Kenmore avenue, organist in the Third 
Church of Christ Scientist, Washington bou- 
levard and Leavitt street, was the step taken 
in this direction during the afternoon. This 
woman is a friend of Mrs. Langdon Key 
and of the Stensland family. She was in 
Chief Collins’ office with Inspector Shippy, 
Schuettier, and Police Attorney Comerford 
for two hours in the afternoon, 

At the end of the interview Inspector Ship- 
py said: > ‘ 

“We have the names of several women 
now whom we wil bring in. I think Mrs. 
Langdon Key knows more than she has told, 
and that if she herself does not know where 
Stensiand is there is another woman who 
came into the banker's life recently that does 
know. That woman we will ‘find.’’ 

The police also are hunting for Mrs. E. Z. 
Schramm, 461 La Salle avenue. Detectives 
were sent to find her, but it was discovered 
that she had left the city with her husband. 
It is only to question her as Mrs. Fisher was 
questioned that the police want her. 


Facts Given by Mrs. Fisher. 

Mrs. Fisher declined to talk last night, say- 
ing she had talked enough during the day. 
From the police and other sources it was 
learned that she told this story: 

“I have known Mrs. Langdon-Key for sev- 
eral years. She and Mrs. Schramm, soprano 
at Isaiah temple, Forty-fifth street and Vin- 
cennes avenue, and Mrs. Inga Sandberg, 

tensland’s daughter, became friends at the 
Chicago Musical college. 

“About the same time Grace Stensland 
confided in me that she was afraid Leone had 
turned her father’s head and that he would 
run away with her.

The inspector also received information of 
some mysterious mail sent to a hardware 
dealer in Baraboo. This man was a friend of 
Stensiand and formerly kept a store on Chi- 
cagotvenue. Detectives were wired to watch 
this place for possible letters from Stens- 
land io Mrs. Langdon. 

Information was received from Baraboo 
during the day that Mrs. Langdon was i'll, 
but that the rumor that she had attempted 
suicide was without foundation. She is said. 
to be on the verge of a collapse:

IS SHORT $97,000. 


Birmingham Man Arrested 
on Return from Vacation 
Makes Confession. 


DOWNFALL DUETOCOTTON 
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Members of Brokerage Firm Are 
Charged with Aiding in Em- 
bezzlement of Funds,

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 14.—Within 
twelve hours today Alexander R. Chisolm, 
paying teller of the First National bank, was 
arrested, charged with the embezzlement of 
$97,000 of the bank's funds, given a prelim- 
inary hearing before United States Commis- 
sioner R. B. Watson, put under bond of $6U,- 
000, and, failing to make it, tonight is in the 
custody of the United States officials. 

During the afternoon W. L. Sims and 
G. M,. Hays, manager and assistant mana 
ger of one of the chief stock and cotton brok- 
erage houses in the city, were arrested, 
charged with aiding and abetting the embez- 
zliement of national bank funds. They also 
were given a preliminary hearing and Sims’ 
bond was fixed at $50,000 and Hays’ at $10,- 
000. Both have given bond and are at lib- 
erty. 

Vacation Discloses Shortage. 

The shortage of the First National was dis- 
covered while Chisolm was on his vacation. 
The bank has a large reserve fund on hand 
and it: was from this that the amount was 
taken. There was no regular time for count- 
ing the cash in the reserve fund, which ac- 
counts for the fact that the shortage was 
not discovered sooner. Officials decided to 
wait and allow Chisolm to return voluntarily. 
When he stepped from the train this morning 
he was confronted by the federal officials 
and several directors of the bank. He at 
first denied knowledge of any shortage, but 
later, in the presence of the directors, made 
a confession. 

W. P. G. Harding; president of the First 
National, made a statement that the bank 
would not lose the whole amount and that 
it would not affect the institution. The bank 
has a capital of $1,000,000 and a surplus of 
$400,000. 
Find $3,000 in Suit Case. 

When Chisolm was arrested $3,000 was 
taken from his suit case. He was bonded for 
$30,000. The difference between these 
amounts and the shortage already has been 
taken from the undivided profits account of 
the bank and charged to profit and loss. 

It is stated that practically all of the money 
embezzled by Chisolm has been used in specu- 
lation in cotton futures, and that his losses 
have extended over a period? of several 
months. It is said he traded under an as- 
sumed name, made all his payments for mar- 
gins in cash, and that not one of his intimate 
friends knew of the transactions.

He wastowed 
along in the water as he slowly and carefully, 
lest the bending flag pole break or the pulley 
become loose, pulled himself hand over hand 
along the lanyard until he was able to grasp 
the sterm He then had to pase around the 
side to avoid the screw, but managed to 
climb into the boat nearly exhausted.

ANSWERS QUESTIONS ASKED BY

Suspended Inuapector Declares Himself 
Innocent of Any Improper Conduct 
in Connection with the Hagamann 
Rebbery Case — Nicholas Hunt’s 
Friends Talk of Taking Legal Ac- 
tron to Have Him Reinstated as Of- 
ficer of the Police Department, 


Inspector Patrick J. Lavin, under suspen- 
sion from the police department since last 
Friday pending the investigation of charges 
against him, made formal reply last evening 
to the entire list of questions prepared by an 
investigator of the Anti-Crime league ase a 
suggested form for his cross examination. 

The inspector’s answers were brief, and 
accompanied by an expression of satisfaction 
that if the league has no heavier ammuni- 
tion than this its bombardment would bea 
fizzie. Ofhcers of the organization contented 
themselves with a statement that they had 
placed their material before the chief and 
that the fight now is entirely in his hands. 

Collins, with a fixed determination to keep 
his secrets to himeelf, has not placed the 
formal charges against the inspector on file, 
and declines to state when they will be made 
known to the civil service board. A general 
impression was conveyed through his cloak 
of silence that his accusations include more 
than the Hagamann case, although he will 
neither confirm nor deny that suggestion. 

inspector Lavin would not deny that he 
had under consideration the advisability of 
handing in his resignation before his public 
hearing. He etated that his wife and sister 
are anxious that he should avoid the anxiety 
and etrain of a fight, but hie mind wae still 
unsettled on the step. It is possible that he 
will ask for honorable dismiséal from the 
police department today.

ae 
Startles All Chicago. - 

Ann Odelia Diss Debar, under the name of 
Miss Vera P. Ava, startled Chicago from the 
Masonic temple to ite utmost bounds in the 
early ‘90s. Posing ‘as a rich humanitarian, 
she was metamorphosed rapidly from ac- 
cuser of the Jesuits, swindler of a trusting 
spiritualist, convict, exhibit in a cheap mu-. 
seum, and wife ofa millionaire. She deserted 


the latter to become the wife of a fanatic in | 


founding another of her numerous cults. 

Diss Debar first flashed on the horizon of 
Chicago in August, 1891, .as the “ savior of 
this modern Gomorrah,” as she was pleased 
totermit. Possessed apparently of unlimited 
means, gowned expensively, wearing rich 
jewels on her vast bosom, she first stopped at 
the Wellington hotel, but shortly transferred 
her base of operations to 488 West Monroe 
street, where she became the guest of Mrs. W. 
H. Bolton, wife of a doctor. 


Would Redeem Slums. 

From there Diss Debar—or Miss Ava, as 
was the alias that most pleased her then— 
announced her great redemption scheme. It 
embraced the saving of the chfldrem of the 
slums\in charitable homes, where they were 
to be taught all that they ought to be. 

Dise Debar called on a number of Catholic 
priests in the interest of her “ charity.” 
Each listened) praised, but wound up by de- 


_claring that her scheme was too chimerical. 


Then came the denouément. Nude from 
her waist up, clad omy in skirt and stockings, 
she suddenly appeared.in Cincinnati, driving 
from hotel to hotelin search of shelter. Fach 
hostelry, naturally, refused to take her in. 
Then she turned to the police. This was on 
Sept. 11, 1891, two days after her sudden dis- 
appearance here had been reported to the 
Chicago police. 


Relates Startling Tale. 

To the Cincinnati police she related a tale 
that made Poe’s “The Pit and the Pendu- 
lum” read like a Mother Goose jingie. In 
substance it ran: 

In furtherance of her rescue plan for the 
“modern Gomorrah” she has driven with 
Mrs. Bolton to tbe Jesuit church, In West 
Twelfth street, at the command of Bishop 
Feehan, who, she hinted, hatched a con- 
spiracy to do away with her becauge of her 
plans. 

He ordered her into a nunnery. She refused 
to go. Then he demanded that she sign a 
paper giving over her property to the church 
and renouncing her Methodist faith. Upon 
her second refusal ehe was struck down, her 
satchel. cOntaining her money seized, and 
she was chioroformeéed. After that she re- 
membered nothing until she arrived in Cin- 
cinnatl. 


Blames Cronin Murder. 

Back of all the treatment to which shesaid 
she was subjected, Diss Debar intimated, lay 
her intimate knowledge of the reasons for 
the murder of Dr. Cronin, 

The Cincinnati police sent her to the de- 
tention home. There she announced that 
she would lecture in Cincinnati in bare feet 
and a wrapper and give the proceeds to the 
poor. 

Having no charge against her, the Cin- 
cinnati police turned her loose... But she 
didn't lecture. Instead she came back to 
Chicago, and in October, 1891, appeared 
among the freaks at a museum. At the 
same time she advertised herself as ‘ veiled 
prophetess, Dominican provincial, and last 
Roman astrologist,” headquarters 410 West 
Madison street. “ Father Francts, ex-~Fran- 
ciscan monk,”’ whe her assistant. 


Accused of Swindling Woman. 

Shortly afterward she disappeared—but 
not for good. She next came into the public 
eye, accused of swindling Mre. John Mitch- 
ell, a widow, of Elgin, out of 8750. Diss 
Debar, now turned spiritualist, told Mrs. 
Mitchell that spiritland had sent a message 
that the widow's late husband wae in need 
of a litth spending money in paradise 
Would she please remit, via Diss Debar? 
She remitted. Diss Debar showed her a 
siate with “ Thanks”: written on it. 

But Mrs. Mitchell shortly became suspi- 
clous. She swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Diss Debar, who was foundat Quincy, 
Diss Debar went to Joliet for two years. 

On her release in 1895, she infatuated 
Willlam J. McGown, a wealthy man, who 
married her. Shortly after the ceremony she 
abandoned him and was next heard from in 
New Orleans, where she went through a 
marriage ceremony with James Dutton Jack- 
son, a native of Fond du Lac, Wis., who 
came to Chicago to study for the Presbyterian 
ministry, but wandered off into the paths 
of “fruitarianism.’” This Jackson is the 
same man who posed as her husband in Lon- 
don. He is serving a fifteen year sentence 
for his part in buring girls to ruin 


Run Out of New Orleans. 


The. New Orleans police gave Diss Debar 
and Jackson hours to leave town. They 
went to Florida and started their fruit cult. 

If Dise Debar hoped to profit financially 
through her marriage with McGown she was 
disappointed, for whem he died im the rear of 


a deserted saloon at Sixtieth and Page streets 7 


he divided his property between his nurse 
and his brother. 

It was by the spell that Diss Debar threw 
over Luther R. Marsh, one of the most acute 
attorneys of the New York bar, that she 
first gained notoriety. Maresh in his old age 
was stripped of a fortune he had accumu- 
lated in the practice of law. 

Though declaring she wae a daughter of 
King Louis L. of Bavaria and Lola Montez, 
she wags in fact the daughter of Prof. John 
Cc. F. Saloman, once of Washington, later of 
Kentucky. 

She became the wife of Gen. Joseph H. 
Diss Debar in the ‘70s and later traveled 
around the country representing herself as 
the personification of occult powers and the 
revealer of hidden truths, spiritualistic and 
otherwise. 

In this way. while living in Washington 
square, New York, shé met Marsh. By means 
of so-called spirit materializations and spirit 
painted pictures she so infatuated him that 
he gave her large sums of money and deeded 
to her his home on Madison avenue. 


Gen. Diss Debar Quits Her. 

About this time Gen, Diss Debar left the 
adventuress, Who went to live at the Marsh 
home, and also hired apartments where she 
officiated as priestess of spiritualism and 
won greater notoriety. 

Suit was broyght to show her up as an 
impostor. She was charged with conspiring 
to defraud Marsh. Her trial resulted in her 
conviction and she was sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment. 

On her release she went to Europe, then re- 
turned to this country. She came to Chicago 
and played the part already related. 

A year after being run out of New Orleans 
she and Jackson turned up in Cape Town, 
South Africa, where Mme. Diss Debar called 
herself Helen and Jackson called himself 
Horos. Occultism and hypnotic perform- 
ances were the order there. One of her 
South African dupes, a wealthy contractor, 
gave his money to the women to establish 
a colony of brotherly love.

DISCHARGED MUSICIANS REFUSE 
TO QUIT MAKING MELODY. 


Carl Bunge Insists That His Contract 
at Bismarck Garden Runs Tvro 
Weeks Longer and He Declines te 
Give Way to John C. Weber’s Or- 
ganization, Whick Has Been En- 
gaged to Take Its Pliace—Program 
Is Divided by Perplexed Manager. 


A strike where the usual order of things 
was quite reversed came near furnishing 
more music at the Bismarck garden, Haleted 
and Grace streets, last night than patrons 
of the place had bargained for. Two rival 
bands wanted to play at the sametime, One 
was “on strike ’’—that is to say, it refused 
to be silent—while the other was endeavoring 
to fill an engagement entered into some time 
ago. 

Manager Karl Eitel had his hands full for 
a few minutes while he sought to avert the 


ranged atruce whereby each band took a turn 
at playing between the hours of 6 and 11 
o'clock. Te was music in the garden most 
of the time, but neither organization had a 
monopoly on it. 

Carl Bunge, leader of the band which had 
been playing at the garden for the last six 
weeks, received notice that his players were 
to be supplanted by an organization headed 
by John C. Weber, whereupon Mr. Bunge !m- 
mediately appealed to the musicians’ union. 

‘*My contract runs for two weeks more,” 
he told President Joseph Winkler. “" What 
shall I do?” 

“Go on playing,”’ said Winkler, who prom- 
ised the support of the union. 


Bands Divide the Program. 

As usual the Bunge players took their 
places at 6 o'clock and begam tuning their 
instruments in preperation for the first 
number. 

Manager LWitel, out of breath, came rushing 
up to the players just in time to prevent the 
first blast of music from the “ Piigrime’ 
Chorus.”’ 

‘Here, this will not do,” he exclaimed. 
“T have another band. We won't need you.”’ 

Mr. Bunge exhibited an order from the 
president of the union giving him authority 
to play if he felt like it. 

“But we can’t have two bands playing,” 
protested Manager BHitel. 

“Then we will go on strike,”” announced 
the leader. But to Mr. Eltel’s surprise the 
band went on playing. It wae their way of 
striking. 

There followed a long colloquy, conducted 
mostiy in German and abounding in the 
frantic gestures of Manager BHitel and the 
nonchalant shoulder shrugging of Leader 
Bunge. Arbitration was the result. 

“If you will quit in two hours I will let you 
play,’’ proposed the manager, which offer wae 
accepted. 

The Bunge band kept it up untfl 8 o'clock. 
Then the program was picked up by the 
Weber players, who finished out the evening. 
Mr. Bunge said his band will continue the 
‘strike’ during the same hours for two 
weeks, or until his contract has expired. 


Shea Teamsters End Meeting. 

The Shea convention of teamsters came to 
an end in the afternoon after another fruit- 
less parley to win back the seceding faction. 
The latter branch will elect officers today and 
after that probably will wind up its business. 
President Shea left for Milwaukee in the 
evening when he heard that the “ seceasion- 
ists’’ planned to establish international head- 
quarters in that city.

Habit of Hurrying at Noonday Repast 
Worse than South Sea Savagery in 
Opinion of Secretary Pritchard of 
the Health Department—Indiges- 
tion Comes First, Then Ill Nature, 
and Lastly Trouble with the House~- 
hold—Public Baths Praised. — 


“ No girl should marry a man with the quick 
lunch: habit, for her life is sure to be unhappy. 

“The barbarism of a South Sea islander 
can’t be compared with the hurryup idea 
some people have in restaurants.” 

Secretary E. R. Pritchard of the city health 
department thus observed yesterday, and 
reached his conclusions by this system of de- 
duction: 

“The quick lunch habit causes indiges- 
tion, indigestion engenders ill nature, ill na- 
ture makes a@ man miserable and some one 
has to suffer for it, then he scolds his wife. 

“Tam not talking about.the food that is 
served,” Mr, Pritchard added. “ That is 
usually good and clean. But it is the rush 
and the haste with which a man eats a quick 
lunch that does the business. 


Food Bolted, Homes Wrecked. 

“The places where quick lunches are 
served are responsible for more divorces, 
wrecked homes, and domestic trouble than 
anything else. When a man scolds his wife 
and finds fault at home it nearly always can 
be laid to the door of the quick lunch res- 
taurant. 

* We think we are civilised, but the way 
people eat at the lunch counters is worse than 
barbarous. A savage wouldn't think of mis- 


treating himself that way. A man rushes 


into a restaurant at noon. He sees a man 
who is finishing a lunch, and darts behind his 
chair, so that he can slide into a seat. Then 
he mumbles his order, pushes the food into 
his mouth, and swallows it as if he were 
trying to break a record. It is no wonder 
that men who eat at quick lunch counters 
scold their wives."’ 


Night Baths Make Men Happy. 
Controller McGann, who was ranking offi- 


cial in the city hall in the absence of Mayor 4. 


Dunne, declared that he wae radically in 
favor of the opening of the municipal baths 
at night. The mayor promised Chauncey 
McCormiek of Hull house last week that he 
would order the bathe opened evenings, and 
it is expected this order will be given as soon 
as the mayor returns today. 

Mr. McGann holds that when a working 
man comes home tired out and can enjoy a 
bath in one of the municipal bathhouses he 
feela happier. The controller believes do- 
mestic happiness follows in the wake of the 
municipal bath, and for this reagon he advo- 
cates keeping them open at night, so that the 
workman may enjoy its privileges. 


Pritchard Explains Attitude, 


Gecretary Pritchard wrote to Tus Trisune 
in the afternoon setting forth his attitude 
towards keeping the baths open evenings.

‘* Neither myself nor Commissioner Whalen 
has opposed keeping the baths open except 
om the grounds that we had not efficient 
force to enable us to doso, The baths now 
are open from 9 o'clock in the morning until 
5 o'clock at night. This means that the at- 
tendants are om duty from § until 6, which 
certainly constitutes a day's work. The 


daily report sheets at the bathe show a good }. 


attendance between the hours of 9 a. m. and 
12 ooclock noon, : 

“To open the baths at 1 o'clock we felt 
might deprive those who come in the morn- 
ing hours of the opportumty to use the baths. 
I always have en the deepest interest in 
these baths, and am anaious to have them 
give the fullest possible measure of service. 
To Go this, however, it would be necessary 
to have two shifts of people, as they have inp 
the New York baths, where they are worked 
in two sets of eight hours each. 

“Tt certainly is unjust to be placed in the 
position of uareasonably opposing keeping 
the baths open of evenings. As stated, my 
only objections were on the grounds of the 
departmem not having sufficient help to op- 
erate the baths conténucusly from 9 o'clock 
tn the morning until 9 o'clock at night.”

‘Bar Report Styles State De- 
partments Agencies for 
Fraud and Graft. 


SINECURES IN POLITICS. 


Thinks Popular Demand Is for 
Federal Rather than Control 
by Commonwealth. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 13.—The committee of 
- the National Bar association which has com- 
pleted its report on insurance reform, which 
will be submitted to the convention of the 
association, to be held in St. Paul on Aug. 
28-31, makes Important recommendations and 
criticisms. It is particularly severe on state 
departments, saying: 
“The trouble is that the state insurance 
. @epartments are sinecures. They are polit- 
ical prizes. Knowledge of the insurance 
* business isthe last thing required. They are 
meére collection agencies. They offer the 
most sedgctive opportunities for fraud and 
graft tha? exist-in the United States.” 
Although denying that this charge applies 
to all state insurance departments the report 
cites the’ disclosures made in New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Minnesota as specific in- 
+ stances to prove its general correctness. 
State insurance commissioners are quoted 
as saying that they are powerless to accom- 
plish the objects for which their offices were 
created, and the report adds: 
- “Ags a matter of fact, the system of state 
supervision as administered under the laws 
now in force is a miserable failure. The 
honest ang intelligent commissioner is barred 
from effective supervision by the laws he is 
bound to enforce, which afford golden oppor- 
tunities that dishonest officials have been 
c= 7% tograsp.”’ 
Federal, Not State Control. 
The report then quotes figures to show that 
the great mass of insurance business is in* 
terstate in character and gives many authort- 


> ties to show that the popular demand is for 


: 


federal rather than state control. It also an- 


*pwers the argument that the Supreme court 
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has held that insurance business is not com- 
“merce. 

After analyzing many Supreme court ée- 
cisions with the purpose of showing that they 
do not have the effect attributed to them by 
opponents of federal supervision, the report 
says: 

“ The real opposition to the federal super- 
vision of insurance does not rest upon the 
absence of congressional power, but in the 
disinclination to exercise it. That objection 
is political in character, has no solid founda- 
tion.” 

After giving figures to show the immensity 
of the insurance business in the United States 
the report says: 

““ More people are therefore concerned with 
insurance than any other institution of mod- 
ern life, and the public interest in insurance 
ig intense, but the almost universal ignor- 
ance with regard to it and the principles 
upon which it ‘is based has made possible, 
through legislation ostensibly supervisory, 
but actually destructive in its tendency, a 
greater menace to the interests of the pol- 
icyholders than they have suffered through 
the misjudgment and dishonesty of company 
officials and the incompetence or unfaithful- 
mess characteristic of the majority of the 
state insurance departments. = 


Lack of Wisdom Shown. 

“ The most conspicuous exhibition of lecis- 
lative unwisdom is found in the bills prepared 
by the Armstrong committee and passed by 
the New York legislature. The most con- 
spicuous because it has hud the widest ad- 
vertisement and because of the things which 
the committee might have done but failed to 
do, and its ignorance of the subject con 
fessed.”’ 


The opinion is expressed that the accumu- 
lation of enormous dividends is responsible 
for corruption developed in the conduct of 
life insurance companies. 

Government supervision of insurance com 
panies is urged as a necessity, but the bur- 
densome taxes levied against the compan‘es 
by the various states are declared to be un 
justifiable. These taxes, which are said to 
amount to $25,000,000 a year, are ultimately 
paid by the policyholders. ll 

The policy of some states of taxing outside 
companies more heavily than home com- 
panies, the report declares is “‘ hostile to the 
spirit of the federal compact.” 

The report favors a bill that shall safe- 
guard the interests of the life companies, as 

well as policy holders, but shall require de- 
ferred dividends on policies to be apportioned 
‘biennially; advocates repeal of the so-called 
retaliatory tax laws and valued policy laws, 
and urges stricter incorporation laws. 

A federal statute forbidding use of the mails 
.to unlicensed corporations and the enactment 
‘of a statute providing for supervision of 

interstate transactions on insurance are fa- 
vored.

-@gainst seventeen ice dealers and six ice 
companies, which were returned by the Suf- 
folk county grand jury on Saturday last, 
were made public in the Superior court 
today. 

The ice dealers are charged with having 
unlawfully conspired “ to regulate, advance, 
and fix the price of ice for public sale,” and 
the ice companies are. charged as corpora- 
tions with conspiracy. 

The dealers indicted include President 
Lewis G. White of the Massachusetts Ice 
Dealers’ association and Secretary Charles 
W. Kallustram of the association. The com- 
panies indicted are the Boston, independent, 
Union, Fresh Pond, Cambridge, and High- 
land county oper@ive companies. 

The dealers when arraigned pleaded not 
guilty and were held in bonds of $1,000 each.

Walls of New Reservoir Above the City

Experts. 


 Soldet, Ill., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—The coun- 
ell tonight passed a resolution authorizing 
the employment of expert éngineers to ex- 
amine the walis being constructed for the 
‘development of additional water power.

KING EDWARD AND KAISER TO 
DISCUSS RUSSIA’S PLIGHT. 


British Ruler Starts 
many, Where He Will Meet Em- 
peror William—Nicholas Said to 
Have Requested Counsel of His 
Brother Monarchs by Personal Let- 
ters—Grand Duke Alexis May Be 
Party to the Conference. 


Today for Ger- 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra returned to Léndon today 
from Cowes to prepare for the king's annual 
trip to Marienbad, on which he will start to- 
morrow. The king will cross the channel in 
the royal yacht Victoria and Albert4o Flush- 
ing, whence a special train will convey him 
to Friedrichshof, where he will meet Em- 
peror Wilfam Aug. 15. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that recently 
an autograph letter from Emperor Nicholas 
to King Edward was brought by special mes- 
senger to the Russian embassy here and de- 
livered to the king personally by the ambas- 
sador, and that at the same time other per- 
sonal letters from the Russian empress were 
received by relatives in this country. 


Czar Appeals by Letter. 

The Russian emperor's letter to the king 
is known to have been a request for advice 
on the situation in Russia. A reply is said 
to have been sent and almost immediately 
afterward the meeting between King Ed- 
ward and Emperor William was arranged. 
After the conference at Friedrichshof a joint 
letter, it is expected, will be sent to Emperor 
Nicholas containing the advice of King Ed- 
ward and Emperor William. 

Grand Duke Alexis is staying at Homburg 
and probably will represent the Russian‘®m- 
peror at a further royal conference, which, if 
necessary, will take place. 

King Edward will be the guest of Prince 
and Princess Frederic Charles of Hesse at 
Friedrichshof for twenty-four hours, leav- 
ing on the morning of Aug. 16 for Marienbad, 
where he will stay till Sept. 6, then going to 
Dresden or Vienna. 


Will See Austrian Ruler. 
VIENNA, Aug. 13.—It is semi-officially 
stated that King Edward, when he leaves 
Marienbad, will be the guest of Emperor 
Francis Joseph at the Schoenbrunn palace 
Sept. 9, and that he will start on his journey 
for England the following day.

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FRENCH GHURCH IS LOYAL. 


BISHOPS UNITE IN APPROVING 
POPE’S RECENT ENCYCLICAL. 


Pius’ Condemnation of the Law Sep- 
arating Church and State Receives 
the Unanimous Support of the Pre- 
lates, Whe Protest Against the 
** Sacrilegious Usurpation of Eccle- 
siastical Property’’—Pontiff Expect~- 
ed to Issue Instructions Today. 


ROME, Aug. 13.—The Osservatore Romano 
today publishes the French bishops’ reply, 
unanimously and entirely approving of the 
terms of the pope’s recent encyclical against 
the separation of church and state. 

The document begins with an expression of 
the bishop’s satisfaction relative to the first 
assembly of the entire French episcopate for 
a century, marking the historic hour which 
returns to the church of France one of its 
dearest liberties. 

The bishops express their gratitude for the 
opportunity afforded to show their unan- 
imous patriotism, faith, and submission to 
the pope’s will, and recognizes the papal 
encyclical as a monument of divine and 
human widom, which, after judging, con- 
demns the separation law. 


Glad to Suffer for Faith. 


The bishops declare themselves happy that 
they have been judged worthy to suffer for 
the faith and add: 

“With you, holy father, we condemn the 
false principles of the separation of church 
and state. Without previous consultation 
with the head of the church with you we pro- 
test against the sacrilegious usurpation of 
ecclesiastical property. We await the future 
with eyes turned towards Rome.”’ 

The reply concludes with the hope that the 
pope will safeguard the rights of France as 
the eldest daughter of the church and also 
the privileges of the protectorate of the 
Catholics in the orient. 

It is stated in well informed circles that 
a further encyclical will be published to- 
‘morrow, containing instructions to the 
French bishops for their future action. 


Pope Pleased with School. 


Pope Pius X. today received Mgr. Dennis 
O'Connell, rector of the Catholic university at 
Washington. To Mgr. O’Connell the pontiff 
expreesed great pleasure at the news of the 
prosperity of the university and urged him 
to continue with the program he has followed 
hitherto. ' 

The pope inquired affectionately for Car- 
dinal Gibbons and gave Mer. O’Connell a cor- 
dial message for him. He said his interest 
in the scholastic question in America had 
been enhanced by the recent Catholic con- 
vention at Cleveland.

The assembly will advise the 
shah on important state and public affairs 
and will propose reforms conducive to the 
welfare of the people of the country. Justice 
will be administered in accordance with the 
sacred law. The grand vizier is to draw up 
the rules of procedure for the assembly, and 
these are to be approved by the assembly 
itself. All legisiation by the national assem- 
bly will be submitted by the grand vizier for 
the final approval of the shah.

Terrors’ Record for a Day. 

On the whole the revolutionists had the 
best of the argument today and within 
twenty-four hours three policemen were mur- 
dered in St. Petersburg, one in Moscow, and 
three in Kazan. 

At Nijni Novgorod the revolutionists 
bearded a train on thé Sarmova railway and 
killed two sergeants of police; after which 
they escaped. 

At Ivanovovozgnesensk a crowd of youths 
from a neighboring village attacked the 
equipage of Captain: of Police Vishnakoff. 
More than fifty shots were fired, the carriage 
was riddled. and a woman accompanying the 
captain was wounded. The captain escaped 
without Injury. 

At Borsenoa, while a number of revolution- 
ary agitators, who had been arrested at a 
meeting, were undergoing examination at the 
prefecture one of the accused drew a revolver, 
killed the chief of the rural police, wounded 
an aid, and committed suicide, 

At Warsaw, the chief of the workshops of 
the railroad was shot and killed this morning. 
The assassins eecaped. 

Plot to Kill Grand Duke. 

It is learned in connection with the attempt 
on.Friday to assassinate Grand Duke Nich- 
olas Nicholaievitch while he was watching 
the rifid practice of the imperial guards at 
Krasnos-Selo, that a number of the guards 
who were supposed to have been using blank 
cartridges had been supplied with ball car- 
tridges. The affair proves to have been a 
deep laid plot, in which many civilians are 
implicated. A number of the plotters have 
been arrested. It is charged that these 
prisoners secured the connivance of the re- 
sponsible officers to use ball cartridge, so that 
the grand duke might’ be killed and no one 
would be able to say who had fired the fatal 
shot. The newspapers are not allowed to 
print anything about the affair. 

The government has received bad news 
from the Caucasus, where a general rising 
seems to bein preparation. Correspondents 
of St. Petersburg papers now in the Caucasus 
have been arrested and their telegrams 
stopped. It is known, however, that the gar- 
risons at Michael Ovskaia and Kars are pre- 
paring to mutiny. 


WOULD OPPOSE OUR GUNNERS. 


Britishers Certain They Can Beat Men 
of U. S. Navy, Whose Ability Is 
Made Little Of. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—Great interest is shown 
in naval circles in the suggestion of Rear 
Admiral Bradford of the United States navy 
for a gunnery competition between picked 
teams from British and American battle- 
ships. 

In the British navy the tendency Is to dis- 
credit the records of goed shooting by the 
United States navy. It is not denied there 
are many good marksmen across the At- 
lantic, but it is pointed out that the Amenican 
service target is considerably larger than the 
British and that Americans do not carry out 
their shooting on the lines of British battle 
practice, regardless of the weather or under 
conditions such asrwould prevail in war. Run- 
ning target practice in the American navy is 
carried out in smooth grater, rendering it 
much easier to score a large percentage of 
hits. 

Concerning the selection of a representa- 
tive British gunnery team, it is pointed out 
that the Excellent or Cambridge gunnery 
school could easily provide ohe. Taken asa 
whole, the royal marine artillery holds the 
record as having the best heavy gunners in 
the fleet. 


GREEKS AND BULGARS AT WAR. 


Racial Enmity in Balkan State Precipi- 
tates Battle in Which Both Sides 
Lose Heavily. 


VIENNA, Aug. 13.—The disturbances at 
Ahiolu, Bulgaria, yesterday were the result 
of an anti-Grecian demonstration which the 
Greeks sought to break up by rifle shooting. 
Proftonged fighting ensued, both sides los- 
ing heavily in killed and wounded. 

The Bulgarians then set fire to the town in 
four places. The Grecian cloister of St. 
George was stormed during the singing of 
a Te Deum. 

The situation finally became so ser!ous that 
troops had_to be summoned from Burgas. 
The Greeks held a meeting, at which it was 
decided to arm themselves with rifles and 
revolvers for the defense of their churches 
and cloisters and to blow up the churches 
rather than allow them to fallinto the hands 
of the Bulgarians. 

At Rustchuck 20,000 Bulgarians tried io 
storm the Greek_consulate, but were driven 
off by the troops. 


DAY WITH THE PAN-AMERICANS. 


Congress at Rio Janeiro Agrees to Re- 
organization of the Bureau of 
American Republics. 


RIO DE JANIERO, Aug. 13.—At today’s 
session of the International American con- 
ference the report on reorganization of the 
bureau of American republics was unar 
imously adopted except for the Peruvian 
amendment declaring that “‘ no maps be pub- 
lished or authorized by the bureau without 
the approval of the bordering countries,” 
which was sent to committee. 

The Ecuadorian amendment eliminating 
the American secretary of state as presidont 
of the bureau’s governing board was de- 
feated after a lively discussion. 

Reports stating that the bureau building 
at Washington was assured and recommend- 
ing that the governments here represented 
appoint commissions whose business it shall 
be to furnish information of the bureau were 
adopted.

Woman Native of Baraboo. 


Verrault’s acquaintance with the woman, 
who, at various times, has given herseif out 
as a widow—one at a time—of Hamilton, 
Mbulton, Montgomery, Verrault, and 
Brown, began at Philadelphia early in 101. 
Verrault is an artist. The woman then was 
Bina F. Brown, a widowed stenographer, in 
the employ of the Delaware Fire Insurance 
company. Verrault married her in Febru- 
ary. A week later, he says, he was compelled 
to bail her out on a charge of shoplifting. 
Her real name is Bina Finnegan, he says, 
and she was born nearly forty years ago in 
Ironton, Wis. 

The girl was employed as a nurse dn the 
family of Mrs. Frank Mackey at Schoharie, 
and then went to Chicago and changed her 
names to Forrester. She fell in with Mrs.

Shortly after this the H. B. Claflin com- 
pany tried to collect a $6,000 bill from Ver- 
rault, and a fur dealer came at him for a 
bill of Mrs. Browne’sa. Verrault explained 
that this was too much for him to pay and 
that is why, he says, the two women, as- 
sisted by four brothers of Mrs. Browne, 
caught him on Ejighty-second street, near 
Columbus avenue on Jan. 13, 1905, and 
knocked him down and beat him. 

After this Verrault heard from his wife 
only at intervals. He is a Catholic and says 
he will not get a divorce from her. 

Verrault says several sporting men put up 
money, which enabled the crowd to run their 
more or less regular business. They fitted up 
the house at 823 West Highty-second street 
at an expense of $40,000. They kept up the | 
house at 114 West Seventy-third street until 
recently, receiving there Leo Kesler, who 
gave up $2,960 in money and jewels. They 
also kept up a third house in Eighty-ninth 
street, near Broadway. 

Their business was worked entirely through 
personal advertisements. Their revenue was 
derived principally from a rich widow swin- 
dle, which, according to Verrault, was 
worked on dozens of dupes. 


Tells of Being Swindled. 


Mrs. Marie Stebbins, a dressmaker who 
has apartments at Ansonia, came to Assist- 
ant Federal Attorney Carmody today with 
her kitthe story of being swindied.

They had $200 worth of dress goode 
delivered at the Luzerne apartment house, 
and when Mrs. §tebbins went for her money 
she was informed Mrs. Verrault only took 
dinner or received packages there, and it 
wae not known where she lived. 

Another victim has communicated with the 
district attorney’s office, saying he dropped 
$4,000 with a Widow Hamilton and he’ will 
appear to help out the prosecution of the 
woman. 

Verrault says one of Binna’s brothers isa 
school master in Ironton, another an agent 
for the Rock Island railroad at Chicago.

It was made plain yesterday that the main 
fight at the democratic state convention— 
there will be plenty of miner ones—will be 
ever a resolution indorsing the course of 
Roger C. Sullivan as national committeeman.

Mr. Bryan seems to 
think all he has to do is to issue one express- 
ing his wishes and every democrat in the 
state will bow down and obey.” 

In this last letter Mr. Bryan not only de- 
manded the expulsion of Sullivan from the 
leadership of the party in Illinois but ex- 
pressed the opinion that if his friends had to 
fight to accomplish it the sooner the fight be- 
gan the better.

Some of the committeemen who are opposed 
to Campbell are endeavoring to get John 
Hanberg to take the place. There is no per- 
sonal objection to the former, but many of 
the managers believe it politically inexpedi- 
ent to elect a man who will be attacked as 
the head of the ‘“ senate combine’’ in the 
lllinois legislature. 

This political question is sure to be raised 
in Campbell’s district this fall by the prohi- 
bition candidate supported by the Anti-Sa- 
loon league or by an independent. Campbell 
is opposed for the senate by B. M. Mitchell, 
who will be nominated by the democratic con- 
vention today, and there is to be an attempt 
to run an independent against him. 

It is believed by some of the politica! chiefs 
that to elect Campbell chairman of the coun- 
ty cdmmittee would be to inject this ques- 
tion into districte throughout the county, 
and that for this reason Mr. Campbell is not 
the best choice possible to make. 


Embezzlement Deters Reddick. 


Reddick’s reluctance to stand for reé#lec- 
tion grows out of his connection with the 
embezzlement of fees in the Probate court 
clerk's office. President . Brundage of the 
county board has held that Mr. Reddick’s 
connection with the case was free from any 
personal guilt, and he has made restitution 
of the sums involved. In spite of this, he 
has been viciously attacked by the Inde- 
pendence league, and he does not wish tocon- 
tinue at the head of the republican organi- 
gation. 

In arguing with him his friends tell him 
that he should take the place again, for the 
identical reason that he wishes to withdraw 
from it, and they may (be successful In per- 
suading him.

EVIDENCE THAT GAS COMPANY 
USED BOGUS TAX RECEIPTS. 


First Direct Testimony of Corrupt 
Practice in the Recent Franchise 
Election Given by a Woman and 


Three Employes of the Corporation | 


~COolorado Judges Denpunced from 
Pulpits in Sunday Sermons—When 
Centempt Is Not Contempt. 


Denver, Colo... Aug. 13.—|Special.j—Trne 
first direct evidence that bogus tax recéipts 
were actually used in the recent franchise 
election was given today Dy a woman who 
swore she voted a8 a taxpayer, on the 
strength of a tax receipt furnished by the 
Denver Gas and Electric company. 

Three employés of the same corporation, 
which claims the people voted it a twenty 
year franchise, swore they had handled tax 
receipts furnished by the company, and 
voted on them. 

Other officials admitted they had delivered 
the alleged bogus tax receipts to the men 
under them, but did not know whether or 
not they had been used wrongfully. Mrs. 
Jennie E. Bumps swore she voted on a tax 
receipt given her by her son, who is an em- 
ployé of the gas company. 

The Denver pulpits took particular notice 
yesterday of the franchise fight. In many 
the chaotic and disgraceful condition of the 
courts were cited and what was called the 
interference of the higher court denounced. 


Pulpit Denounces Bench. 

The Rev. H. W. Pinkham of Calvary Bap- 
tist church, In his sermon, said in part: 

“It is a sad fact that nearly all the judges 
now in office in the Denver district are gener- 
ally distrusted. The Supreme court of the 
state is the object of like suspicion. The 
various actions of these judges seem to in- 
dicate that they regard themselves as debtors 
for their offices to the great corporations 
that are exerting so baneful an influence 
in political life, and are willing to use their 
positions to further the financial interests 
of those corporations. 

*JTt is, indeed, a deplorable condition and 
we should fervently hope, and pray, and 
labor that it may be bettered as a result of 
the approaching election.” 


As to Contempt of Court. 

After criticising the act of Judge Peter 
Paimer in granting a writ of habeas corpus 
to four prominent men sent to jail by Judge 
Lindsey for contempt, Mr. Pinkham con- 
tinued: 

** Several years ago, when Judge Palmer 
made his outrageous and ridiculous wine- 
room decision, certain ministers of our city 
ex preseed their opinion of him in unmistaka- 
ble terms and were brought before him ona 
charge of contempt. At that time the judge 
read thém a long lecture on the sacredness 
of the judiciary and the wickedness of de- 
crying it. 

“Tt did not seem to occur to him-to inquire 
how it was possible to respect the bench 
when men like him were on it. And now he, 
who had before done so much to lessen pop- 
ular regard for the courts, has added one 
thing more. Judge Palmer has undertaken 
to nullify Judge Lindsey’s effort to maintain 
a court’s proper dignity and authority.” 


ACCUSES FORMER SECRETARY 
OF ARMY OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Col. A. 8. Frost of Evanston Causes Sen- 
sation at Encampment by Charges 
Against Fouts—Expulsion Urged. 


Des Moines, Ia.. Aug. 13.-—-[Special.]—Col. 
Alfred 8S. Frost of Evanston, commander-in- 
chief of the Army of the Philippines, created 
a sensation at the opening of the seventh 
annual encampment this afternoon when he 
publicly accused a former secretary of with- 
holding funds until threatened from head- 
quarters. While he did not mention any 
names, it was afterwards learned he referred 
to Former Secretary Fouts of St. Louis. Col. 
Frost recommended his expulsion from the 
society. He made his recommendation in 
the following vigorous language: 

“It is my duty to report carelessness or 
worse of the former secretary, who cashed 
two checks belonging to the society, which 
he received after his term of office bad ex- 
pired and made no return of the proceeds 
untfl threatened from headquarters. He held 
a check for $12.50 for something over a year 
and did not make ft good until last month. 
He also cashed a check for $1 and did not 
turn it over until found out. I understand 
that he has been expelled from the St. Louis 
camp. This ought to sever his connection 
with the national society."

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 13.—A fight over 
the army canteen question is looming large 
in the horizon of the annual encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and may 
be the subject of a bitter debate. 

The recent law abolishing the canteen at 
all soldiers’ homes is resented by a large 
number of veterans and Commander in Chief 
Tanner heads a formidable following in fa- 
vor of passing resolutions deprecating the ac- 
tion of congress in driving out of the soldier 
homes the old, familiar exchange, where the 
veterans were wont to smoke their pipes and 
drink their beer. 

Another feature that may crop up isthe 
old fight over the proposed erection by the 
women of the south of a statue of Henry 
Wirz, notorjous for his atrocities while. in 
command at Andersonville prison. This mat- 
ter came up in 1901, and has been more cr 
less alive ever since. All members of the 
Grand Army are vehemently opposed to the 
erection of a statue to Wirz, who was hanged 
for his crimes, but many of them declare 
that in their opinion the intention to erect 
the statute is net serious, and, as the matter 
now stands, not worth the consideration 
which some are disposed to give it.

(N. B.—-The candidates named in the in- 
structions who were not voted for will go 
into court on the plea that the delegates 
were Instucted for them and didn’t carry out 
their instructions. ) 

Let the convention decide to make one 
nomination and let all the delegates vote 
as instructed. Then let them assume that a 
majority of the votes and not a majority of 
the delegates is required for a nomination. 
No candidate will have a majority. The del- 
egates are released and in subsequent pro- 
ceedings can do as they like.

FEDERAL JURY STARTS TO INVES- 


TIGATE MONOPOLY TODAY. 


Overt Acts Committed Since March, 
1905, Subject of Government Re- 
search—Indictment Expected on 
Tree Bill Returned Last Week— 
Assistant Attorney General Pagin 
Will Aid Officials in St. Louis Later 
—Grand Junction Alleged Violation. 


The second federal grand jury called to 
investigate Standard Oil methods will con- 
vene today. Overt acts said to have been 
committed by the oil trust and the various 
railroads om March 3, 1905, up to the pres- 
ent summer will be presented to this jury 
by District Attorney Morrison and his as- 
sistants. In the main the evidence will be 
much the same as presented to the first 
grand jury, which adjourned last Friday. 
Both will meet next Monday, and if their 
labors are not completed by that time will 
continue to hear evidence. 

The Chicago grand jury action is only part 
of the government's campaign against the 
trust. Assistant Attorney General Oliver E. 
Pagin, who is hereto assist District Attorney 
Morrison, stated that he expects to get the 
report of both the juries here by Aug. 22. 
From Chicago Attorney Pagin will go to 
Jamestown, N. Y.. where Standard Oil aiso is 
being put .through an inquisitorial fanning 
mill Already several indictments have been 
returned. The assistant. attorney general 
will then go to St. Louis, where District 
Attorney Dyer will have a grand jury called 
early in September. The St. Louis grand 
jury will consider matters in connection 
with the Waters-Pierce Oil company, the 
Missouri branch of the Standard. 


Indictment Is Considered. 


At a conference held in the afternoon in 
District Attorney Morrison’s office consider- 
ation was given. to drawing up the indictment 
based on the true bill which it is said the 
first grand jury returned before it adjourned 
on Friday. 

The first matter to be brought before the 
grand jury today is the question of storage 
charges which it is claimed the Lake Shore 
railroad failed to collect from the Standard 
for oil stored in the Bighteenth street ware- 
house here. 


Grand Junction Matter Later. 


The “Grand Junction combination,”’ re- 
garding which, it is said, the first grand 
jury returned a true bill before adjourning, 
will be presented later in the week, as will 
the deal whereby the Standard is said to have 
secured direct rebates for the shipment of 
its oil to East St. Louis.

Morrison are T. C. M. Schindler, special agent 
for the department of commerce and labor; 
George T. Roberts, tariff expert for the inter- 
state commerce commission; and Assistant 
District Attorneys Francis Hanchett, Rob- 
ert W. Childs, and Elwood Godman.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 13.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sullivan left for Chicago to- 
night to resume his work in connection with 
the grand jury investigation of the Standard 
Oil company. He was in consultation, be- 
fore he started, with C. D. Chamberlin, 
secretary, and F. W. Boltz, traffic manager 
of the National Petroleum association. Boltz 
has been subpeenaed.

CHILDREN’S ABUSE 


IN LACK OF SCHOOL 


(Continued from first page.) 


to a surprising degree. It is a clear case of 
survival of the fittest, but even those who 
escape the perils of childhood in a tenement 
or industrial district are almost invariably 
undersized and but little able to stahd the 
strain of constant work. 

Many of them, I was told by neighborhood 
medical authorities, were showing the ef- 
fects of work in the packing. houses in a 
pronounced way. In several departments the 
work is so arranged and windows are so 
lacking that the grils labor constantly under 
electric light. In more than one room there 
is no natural light whatever, and the doctors 
say that the rays of the artificial light after 
a while affect not only the eyes, but the gen- 
eral system. 

Girls working in the freezing rooms at 
constant low temperature and with great 
moisture all about them become a natural 
prey to the great white plague. Cases of 
consumption are constant in every clinic. 
The people live in crowded tenements in ut- 
ter defiance of the laws of health. and the 
disease is transmitted with painful perti- 
nacity. 

Soon Victims of Plague. 

In most of these families each room con- 
tains an average of two beds, and each is 
generally occupied by two adults or nearly 
grown children, the smaller ones and the 
babies being sandwichedin anywhere. Most 
of these people have great antipathy to the 
night air. They sleep frequently with the 
windows tightly closed at night, and excuse 
this on the ground that the rooms are well 
aired in the morning. Besides that many of 
the tenement rooms opening on to narrow 
courts cannot be successfully ventilated un- 
der the best conditions. 

With girls working all day in an artificia:y 
lighted, wet room, with a temperature far 
below that of the outside. air, sleeping in a 
close room at night, packed away with halfa 
dozen other human beings, it is no wonder 
so many of them give up the unequal fight, 
and after a brief tour in the tuberculosis 
ward of some hospital leave the ‘‘yards”’ 
forever.

CHICAGOAN HELD FOR PERJURY. 


Director of Coffe: House Arrested in 
Clinton, Ia., om Complaint of a 
Former Employe.

' @elphie ring. They have abundant-science, 


but have lacked ‘the gorgeous opportuni- 


ties found in the east. 

They have inade the best of those they 
had. They have waSted public funds so 
_ strenuously that the revenues of the city 
have gone only about half as far as they 
chould. There has never been an intelli- 
gent, business like management of the 
city’s affairs. There assuredly would not 
be if its reyenues were doubled. Theré 
would be a larger pay roll and more ex- 
travagance. 

It behooves the framers of the new city 
charter to be cautious when they come to 
the quéstion of increasing the’ taxing 
power of the municipality. . It will not do 
to go too far in that direction. There 

> must be péremptory limitations ef some 

kind. The fact that Chicago has not the 
> wealth which would enable it to stand the 
heavy rates of taxation which obtain in 
Some eastern cities must not be over 
looked. Chicago should not attempt to 
copy eastern standards of taxation or of 
indebtedness. 

The city needs a better government 
more than it does additional revenue, and 
the first duty of the voters is to supply 
that greater need.

The ex- 
ecution of the Chicago anarchists was 
effective. There are stil] anarchista here 
who show their teeth occasionally but 
do not bite. But the jawmaking bodies 
are so reluctant to change the penal laws, 
except to make them less severe, that 
they will do nothing until driven to ac- 
tion by some new, atrocious crime. 


THE GRAND ARMY. 

Once again the tramp of the thousands 
of the Grand Army of the Republic is heard, 
as, in the fortieth anniversary of the organi- 
zation, the veterans of the civil war meet 
in Minneapolis. The great prosperity of 
the country makes a vacation particularly 
enjoyable this year, and so there are thou- 
sands who have assembled from the four 
quarters of the United States, called to- 
gether by a sentiment as remarkab‘e as it 
isstrong. . 

The Grand Army is a society. [t has its 
posts, into which members are initiated as 
into other orders. But, in the popular mind, 
the term is used forthat rapidly disappear- 
ing collection of citizen soldiery which 
rushed to arms at the call of Abraham Lin- 
coln to save the nation’s life. Any old 
soldier is a member of this larger society, 
bound to his fellows by the tie of common 
service, and honored by the people whether 
he weirs a designating button or not, or is 
entitled to admission into an organized 
post. It has been forty-one years now 
since more than a million pf such patriots 
sought their homes after the grand review, 
as the army melted away inito the ranks of 
civil life and the flags were furled which had 
inspired where the bullets whistled and the 
shot flew. 

When the matter is considered theneht. 
fully it is a remarkable thing that after 
nearly half a century the feeling of loyalty 
to sentiment continues strong when all the 
bitterness of a great civil war has. been for- 
gotten. The annual meetings are occasions 
for excursions, for summer outings, for 
visits to various cities of the land, for 
reunions with long separated comrades. 
Much is to be credited to the energy of rail- 
road agents and local committees. But, 
without the strong underlying sentiment of 
patriotism, there would be no such gather- 
ings. The old soldier’s life is happier be- 
cause of his recollectione; the children ‘are 
inspired with patriotism because of the 
sight of these veterans; the nation gaias 
from the annual reminders of what hap- 
pened once when it was in danger, an earnest 
of the future uprising should any foe attack 
the flag of the United States, 

And yet it might seem that the element of 
sadness would be the prevailing one, when 
the long death roll of each year is recalled, 
Now and then some one comes forward to 
claim honor as the “youngest soldier.” Such 
a case is the exception. The great bulk of 
the army was made up of men whose ages 
averaged at least twenty years, and prob- 
ably more. There are few veterans now 
living who are not well past sixty years of 
age. The final call is not far away. The 
future reunions of the grand army are num- 
bered.- But with all the sadness over the 
absent faces, the veteran has a right to if- 
tense pride as he looks about over his coun- 
y. It stands high among the nations of 
the earth, and he justly may feel that'this 
position is to a great degree due to the:vic- 
tory which he helped to win nearly half a 
century ago, when the union was saved and ° 
rebellion was crushed. Under such ciream-. 
stances it is easy to be forgiving toward 
ancient foes, and the pleasure’ of the recol- 
lection of past deeds of hénor helps to re- 
lieve the sadness caused by the failure to 
meet again those who have gone off duty for- 
ever. 


IMPROVING FILIPINO MORALS. 

A Manila dispatch says that 5,000 Fil- 
pinos paraded the streets of that city the 
other day and then visited the Philippine 
commissioners to protest against pro- 
posed legislation to suppress race track 
betting. A bill has been drafted dt the 
instance of the Moral Progress league. 
That league is not composed of Filipinos, 
and does not represent their ideas. It 
was recently organized by an American 
lawyer and two Protestant ministers. 

The people of Manila are addicted to 
a form of gambling which most Ameri- 
can states have prohibited. They would 
be better off, if they-only knew it, if 


horses. It does not follow that the 
enactment and enforcement of a law 
against race track betting would be expe- 
dient. It is usually better for the supe- 
rior race not to attempt to. expedite un- 
duly the moral progress of the inferior 
race. Men dislike to be compelled to 
give up practices which they consider 
harmless and entertaining because some- 
body else objects to them. When a dis- 
tasteful moral code is imposed on them 
by their rulers they forget all the benefits 
the rulers may have bestowed on them. 

There are abominable customs, like the 
buming of widows among the Hindoos, 


to suppress at whatever cost, but it is a 
dangerous matter to interfere suddenly 
with habits and customs which are not 
altogether indefensible. It ‘is better to 
Begin with regulation than with prohibition. 
’ No doubt Filipino morals leave much 
to be desired, and al] that can be dorie in 
a quiet, gentle way to bring them up to 
the high American standard is commend- 
| able. But if all the legislation which the 
Moral Progress league considers needful 
were to be enacted the Filipinos would 
be much more dissatisfied with American 
Sule than they are now. They would en- 
dure more patiently high taxes and ar- 
bitrary rule, to which they were accus- 
tomed under the Spaniards, than the pro- 
hibition of favorite amusements. They 
would crave) independence in order to be 
freed from mud American mora] code.

and hundreds thousands of the kaiser’s 
subjects ive ané prosper under the British 
flag im the united kingdom and its colonies, 
especially in Australia, where there isa large, 
wealthy, and contented German population, 
while at Hongkong—merely to cite one of 
England’s dependencies—the best club in the 
place is that of the German merohants and 
residents. Al these people have every in- 
terest in the maintenance of the friendliest 
relations between the land of their adoption 
and the land of their birth.

lish and German newspapers, were full of 
descriptions of the manner in which the 
British ruler had resisted all the friendly ad- 
vancee of his host and nephew. Last year 
King Edward traveled through Germany 
both going to and coming from Marienbad, 
and while he found time to make a long de- 
tour to call upon Emperor Francis Joseph 
at Ischl, yet he did not see fit to stop off at 
Frankfort to see Emperor William when the 
latter wae staying at Homburg, less than aa 
hour’s ride thence. 

Inasmuch as the political relations between 
Germany and England have been so exten- 
sively influenced in the last two or three 
years by the differences between their re- 
spective rulers, it may be hoped that the 
meeting of the emperor and the king the day 
after tomorrow, and the establishment of 
friendly feelings between the two, will in 
the same way bring about an improvement 
in the amicable intercourse between Germany 
and Great Britein, which is go necessary to 
the peace of Europe.

YEAR 1905 A SMASHER 
OF ALL LABOR RECORDS. 


Official Figures Show Wages Higher. 
Hours of Work Less. and More 
Men at Work than for 
Ten Years. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Special.]— 
The year 1905 was a record breaker for labor 
in the United States. The average wages, 
per hour and per week, were greater, tho 
average hours of labor per week were lower, 
the number of employés was greater, and the 
total pay roll was greater than the averages 
for ten years. 

The figures showing the marked /mprove- 
ment in. labor conditions were made public 
today by the bureau of labor. 

The average wages per hour in 1905 were 
18.9 per cent higher than the average for the 
ten year period from 1890 to 1899, inclusive. 
The number of employés was 33.6 per cent 
greater, and the average hours of labor per 
week were 4. 1 per cent lower. 

The average earnings per week in 1905 
were 14 per cent higher than the average 
earnings per week during the ten years from 
1890 to 1899. The aggregate weekly earnings 
of all employés, that is the total amount of 
the pay rolls, were 52.8 per cent higher in 1005 
than the average during the ten year period 
named,

“The retail price of the principal articles 
of food was 12.4 per cent higher in 1905 than 
was the average price for the ten years from 
1890 to 1899, but compared with the average 
for the same ten year period, the purchasing 
power of an hour’s wages ir 1905 was 5.8 per 
cent greater, and of a week's wages 1.4 per 
cent greater.

“The average wages per hour in 1905 were 
21.5 per cent higher than 1894, the year of low- 
est wages during the period covered, and 
weekly earnings were 16.7 per cent higher. 

“The purchasing power of an hour's wages 
was greater in 1905 than in any other year 
covered by this investigation, being 7.7 per 
cent greater than in 1894, the year of lowest 
wages, and 1.8 per cent greater than in 1806, 
the year of lowest retail prices. The pur- 
chasing power of a week's wages in 1905 was 
8.5 per cent greater than in 1894, but 2.7 per 
cent less than in 1896.”’ 

The same favorable results are found in 
comparing labor conditions in 1905 with those 
of 1904. In 1905 average hourly and weekly 
wages were 1.6 per cent higher than in 104, 
and 6. 3 per cent more persons were employed,

Jackson's career has had and still has a 
great and natural fascination for Americans. 
Little more than a year ago there appeared 
almost simulta ly two new lives, writ- 
ten respectively by Augustus C. Buell and 
A. 8. Colyar, both of whom had long cher- 
ished a desire to write about Jackson. Un- 
like these authors, Dr. Brady had no special 
predilection for his subject. “I began the 
study of Jackson,”’ he says, * with no great 
predisposition to admire him. .. . Ihave 
become persuaded that he ie one of the three 
great presidents inour history.” This argues 
well for a moderate book, and except when 
Dr. Brady's fervor carries him off his feet, 
this is what we get. He is consistently fair 
and does not consider it incumbent upon him 
to indulge In eulogies of his hero. Accord- 
ing to his views, Jackson is not the greateat 
statesmen and orator that ever lived, or the 
greatest lawyer, or the beat letter writer, or 
even the greatest general, though he prints 
in italics Maj. Donelson’s report of Weiling- 
ton’s conversation, in which the latter said 
“that he had carefully read the history of

admits that Jackson was vulgar. He was 
the peopie’s idol, because he personified the 
American of his time.

In unfolding the career of his subject, es- 
pecially in attempting to portray his charac- 
ter, Dr. Brady has had frequent recourse 
to: scissors and paste. His efforts as a com- 
piler of extracts and a collector of anec- 
dotes have been carried to excess; though 
they get Jackson before the reader and 
make the book entertaining. But it is to 
be regretted that he has not been more 
critical and discriminating in the use of ma- 
terial. For example, he seizes with avidity 
upon Buell’s striking discussion concerning 
the battie of New Orleans— one of the 
most illuminating and valuable contribu- 
tions to our history,” according to Dr. Brady. 
Buell’'s point was that the battle, though 
fought after peace had been concluded, was 
not in reality useless—that the treaty of 
Ghent provided for mutual restoration of 
territory, but that the English ministry 
never acknowledged the validity of Napo- 
leon’s cession of Louisiana, and that in 
consequence England would have held 
Louisiana as a conquest from France, had 
she won the battle of New Orl » and, 
lastly, that Jackson himself understood ex- 
actly what was at stake. The evidence in 
favor of this interesting hypothesis is not 
good. Buell obtained the story from Gov. 
William Allen of Ohio, who claimed to have 
had it from Jackson's own lips. Notwith- 
standing the doubtful truth of this state- 
ment, Dr. Brady considers it good historical] 
evidence, and declares: “ To Jackson is due 
the vital fact that the western boundary of 
the United States is the Pacific and not 
the Mississippi. ... It has been reserved 
for Mr. Buell to bring out this point 
so clearly that it has now become one of the 
accepted facts of our history.” 

While the volume may not be accepted as 
a serious and fully authoritative biography, 
it reveals Jackson's peculiar and fascinating 
personality, and pictures the man himself 
as he really was.- In its personal aspects 
the work is one of endless detail. 
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At the suggestion of the editor of. Harper's 
Monthly Magazine, Henry Nevinson under-. 
took, im 1904 and 1905,.a2 trip to the Portu- 
guese province of Angola (West Central Af- 
rica) and the Portuguese islands of San 
Thorné and Il Principe. Thus, first, he went 
into the native country of those human be- 
ings who make up the yearly average of 4,000 
sold into lifelong slavery; and then, as was 
eminently fitting, he followed them to these 
two wealthy islands, where is centered the 
great cocoa industry of the world, the main- 
tenance of which supports this most men- 
acing traffic in human lives.

MODERN SLAVERY” (Harper Bros.)

petually restraining the brokers of New Or- 


leans from dealing in signed contract 


tickets. 
The “scalpers” of that cify have car- 
. swied the matter to the United States Su- 
preme court on constitutional grounds, and 
the decision in the case will finally deter- 
mine whether the ticket brokerage business 
can be lawfully carried on. 

The protective bureau is not, while the 
question is pending, resting on its oars, but 
is attacking the brokers in all parts of the 
country. It secured a temporary injunc- 
tion from the federal court at St. Paul 
which is preventing the brokers from profit- 
ing by the large attendance of people having 
jow rate, contract tickets at the G. A. R. 
reunion at Minneapolis. Last Saturday it 
secured a writ temporartly enjoining the 
brokers of Omaha from dealing tn contract 
tickets. It previously had get permanent 
injunctions against them at Denver, Colo- 
rado Springs, Pueblo, and Boston, and re- 
straining orders are in effect at Salt Lake 
and Ogden.

A leading attorney 
for a southern line is reported as sayfng that 
the first point of attack will be the require- 
ment that the initial carrier shall be respon- 
sible in damages for al! injury to or loss of 
property in transit. Another point of attack, 
it is stated, will be the provision that the 
commission may make reasonable allow- 
ances to the owner of property for any In- 
strumentality furnished by him and used in 
transportation. The court review provision, 
it is said, will aleo be assailed. 

Perhaps the wish is father of the expecta- 
tions of the lawyers. It having been reported 
that the roads, under the leadership of the 
Pennsyivania, were planning to defeat the 
purposes of the act, that line, through its 
press agent at Philadelphia, has issued a 
Statement entering a strong denial. The 
Pennsylvania, it is asserted, is not seeking 
to contest the validity of the new law,

ON THE GROUNDS AT DUNNING. 


> 
County Board Votes the Use of Land 
at Institutions for the Treatment of 
Consumption. 


A resolution was passed unanimously ata 
meeting of the county board yesterday grant- 
ing the Chicago Tuberculosis institute the 
privilege of establishing a camp for the ben- 
efit of consumptives in the grounds of the 
Dunning institutions. 

This ends ae search of a year by the in- 
stitute for a site which would not be objec- 
tionable to residents. 

Dr. H: B. Favill called upon President 
Brundage of the county board last week and » 
asked for the privilege of using the grounds. 

‘* We have secured several hundred dollars 
for the purpose of maintaining a camp for 
the treatment of patients in the early stages 
of tuberculosis and we scoured the country 
for miles for a suitable location,” he said. 
“On account of the popular fear of the dis- 
ease, we have been unable to secure a site 
and we thought you couldemake place for 
our little camp soméwhere near the hospital 
for consumptives.”’ 

President Brundage conferred with Supt. 
Oo. C. Wilhite of Dunning, who welcomed 
the plan as a method of studying the latest 
ideas regarding the open air treatment for 


The camp will be képt open until the Ist 
of November and twenty women patients 
will be the first inhabitants of it. . H. B. 
Favill, Dr. Ethel A. Gray, and Dr. Theodore 
Sachs will be the attending physicians.

William Hale Thompson, in Role of 
Exhorter, Secures Cash Subscrip- 
tions from Some of Those Who At- 
tended eeting, and Plans 
Are Adopted Whereby Financial 
Stringency Can Be Overcome—Crisis 
Now Believed te Be Over.

Although the last bulleting issued from the 
bedside of the stricken Illinois Athletic club 
report that the patient still is in a comatose 
state, every hope is now held out. by the doc 
tors for its ultimate recovery. | 3 

These bulletins were issued late yesterday 
afternoon following a consultation between 
seventy-five “doctors”’ who had been sum- 
moned to the bedside by “ Drs.” William 
Hale Thompson and Charles B. Pike. For 
two hours the faithful seventy-five gave the 
patient large injections of subscriptions, and 
after it had retained $12,600 of the nourish- 
ment the hope was ‘expressed that the club 
would regain consciousness today and would 
be able to st up and take notice tomorrow. 


Genslinger Not Discharged. - 

Contrary to the expectations of the absent 
members of the stricken club's family, Head 
Nurse Charles H. Genslinger, who has nursed 
the patient since its birth, was not released, 
although he is held to be partly responeible 
for the patient's present illness. 

A decision to resort to heroic treatment was 
the most important result of the consultation. 
For the purpose of mapping out the proposed 
treatment, a meeting of all members was 
called. Of the 3,400 members. seventy-five 
attended. The absence of the remaining 3,825 
relatives was explained by “ Dr.”” Pike, who 
said that many of the wealthiest members 
wete resting at the summer resorts, while 
most of the poorer members were unable to 
leave their places of business owing to the 
hour of the meeting. 

“ Dr.” Pike then made a plea to the seven- 
ty-five members present to do everything in 
their power to save the club from an untimely 
end, He declared that only 175 out of the 
3,400 members of the club had subscribed for 
bonds. He said that only $152,000 of the re- 
quired $225,000 had been raised. 

“ Dr.”” William Hale Thompson, the pa- 
tient’s guardian, then took up the gavel and 
quickly passed from, the role of ‘* doctor ’’ 
into that of “‘exhorter.’" Thé meeting might 
have been a soul saving gathering in Duke 
Farson’s church. 

‘**How many will subscribe for $500 worth 
of bonds?”’ shouted Exhorter Thompson. 


Come to Relief of Patient. 

There was an interval of silence. Then 
“Dr."’ Pike came forward and announced 
that Albert Pick had agreed to subscribe for 
$500 worth ff nine others would follow his 
example. At once the nine others came 
forward. 

With the ball started to rolling the sub- 
scriptions began to come in thick and fast. 
George Cutler subscribed $300 and then $400 
more, Louis F. Wickerman subscribed §100; 
Dr. Robert P. Keith subscribed $100; Tom 
Murray gave $500, Robert Cantwell gave 
$200, L. Valentine gave $200, L. C. Noble gave 
$2,000, George Lytton gave $500, and George 
Biedler subscribed $1,000. 

Mr. Thompson counted up and announced 
that $12,600 had been raised, making the 
amount yet needed $60,400. The members 
present then passed a resolution authorizing 
the board of directors to collect.all annual 
dues in advance. This move will bring 
$101,000 into the treasury. Another motion T 
to sell a half share in the party wall to 
Jacob Kesner also was carried. This will 
bring another $20,000 into the club’s treasury. 

“ The club is saved,”’ announced Treasurer 
Pike. “A meeting will be held Wednesday 
noon and at that time I believe we can 
secure enough subscriptions to permit us 
to keep the money collected from dues intact 
for the purchase of furniture. 


SCHOOL BOOK FAMINE NEAR 
UNLESS BOARD ENDS FIGHT. 


Agitation Over Readers May Prevent 
Publishers Meeting the Demands 
of the Local Situation. 


The board of education will find itself face 
to face with a text book famine when the 
public schools open next month, unless the 
text book fight is settled at once by the ge- 
lection of the books to be used next year. 
It was announced yesterday by a text book 
publisher and by a wholesaler of text books 
that unless the board at once adopts a 
series of readers for use in the schools next 
year no publisher will be able to fill the order,

BAD MEAT FOR THE NAVY 
MEANS LOSS OF CONTRACT. 


Secretary Bonaparte Decides to Cancel 


All Agreements Where the Supply Is 
Below Standard. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—The navy de- 
partment will cancel all contracts for meat 
for the navy where it is shown that the meat 
is not up to the standard. 

This is the recommendation in the report 
of the bureau of supplics, made to Secretary 
Bonaparte today, and the secretary ap- 
proved it.

In defense it was con- 
tended that it was absolutely impossible for 
the dealer to know the condition of the food 
when there was nothing externally to indi- 
cate that the contents of the cans were un- 
sound. Nevertheless the merchant was fined, 
the magistrate holding him amenable to tite 
law, as he was in possession of the goods.
